A unique plan, designed to set up 
their own charity fund in support 
of Community Chest and other ag­ 
encies conducting their own fund 
campaigns, will be set in motion 
among employes of Line Material 
Co. today.

Their 
Community Chest gifts, year af­ 
ter year, have been in top bracket 
rating for participation and per 
capita giving. 
Today’s signing-up process will 
be the first test of the new plan 
and will give chest officials some 
Idea of how Line Material will go 
this year. Several local firms have 
already set a hot pace with 
IOO

Known a* th** "Good Neighbor 
day” plan, the proposal briefly, In­ 
volves these arrangements.
